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T he Toronto Transit Commission 
is planning to raise fares yet 
again, making it increasingly 
difficult for those who are unemployed 
or on low income to use public transit. 
This year, adults will pay 50 more at 
$1.10 per ticket, students will pay 700 
instead of 650, an adult Metropass will 
rise $3 to $49, and seniors will cough 
up another $2.25 for a $32 Metropass. 

A coalition of Metro anti-poverty 
groups, including the IWWand BASIC 
poverty action group, have teamed up 
to start a fare strike Jan. 3. Through 
direct action tactics the Coalition 
Against the Fare Increases plans to 
fight the increased burden put on the 
poor by the TTC. 


Seeing as most people need the 
subway to get to work, a widespread 
boycott is not likely, however through 
other means it will be possible to 
deprive the Commission of their extra 
fare. For instance, faced with an 
increase in Ottawa, students who 
would be worst hit by the robbery 
organized to pay their whole fare in 
pennies, thus jamming the fare box 
full and making it impossible to collect 
more fares. In other fare strikes 
around the world, collectors have 
been locked in their booths while 
people jumped the turnstyles. It is 
also possible to ask for an IOU 
envelope if you can’t pay the fare,

Victories and 
Concessions 

A fter 2 years the “Kentucky Fried 
Five” have finally been 
sentenced. Jacquie Rabazo, Gail 
Emo and Linda Cottenham all 
received a suspended sentence, 1 
years probation and 30 hours of 
community service. Kenn Quayle and 
David Barbarash were both 
sentenced to 1 year’s probation, 45 
hours community service and a $350 
restitution each to be paid to Scott’s 
Chicken Villa and Crosstown Foods. 
They were sentenced December 22. 

The Five were arrested while 
spraypainting a Kentucky Fried Chic¬ 
ken store and were charged with num¬ 
erous actions carried out by the 
Animal Liberation Front. Last month 
they pled guilty to charges of mischief 
and posession of burglary tools and 
stolen property, while the crown , 
agreed to drop charges of posession 
of explosives and charges related to a 
U of T lab break-in. 

Although they escaped a jail sen¬ 
tence, the victory didn’t come without 
some concessions. Most obviously, 
the restitution payed minimized the 
financial damage to the targets attac¬ 
ked. B^ |herjalso denounced “un¬ 
lawful a^a means of

Murdering 

O n Saturday, December 17, 300 
people marched through the 
streets of Mississauga to protest 
the killing of a young black man, 
Michael Wade Lawson, by two Peel 
Region police officers on December 
8th. Lawson was at the wheel of a 
stolen car when the vehicle was 
approached by two armed but 
unidentified men in street clothes. 
Lawson was shot through the head as 
he was driving away. 

The anger of the Black community 
was evident at the march. Lawson was 
yet another in a string of black men 
killed in the greater Toronto area over 
the past few years. Each time there has 
been outrage. Each time the killer cops 
have been given paid time off and a 
slap on the wrist. No Canadian cop has 
ever been convicted for killing while 
they were on duty. 

The demand of the day was for 
"Justice” though it was apparent that 
many of the protestors knew very well 
what the chances were of receiving 


bear on Canada. They say that they 
are saving children and "protecting 
mothers from exploitation”^?!) 

This isn’t the first time that they 
have tried this in Toronto. In October 
approximately 40 people were 
arrested at the Morgentaler clinic 
during "Mountain Operation 
Rescue”. This is the first major 
attempt at organizing with other 
groups. We must fight this, and give 
them a strong indication here at the 
beginning that we will not allow them 
to run our lives by their outdated, 
hypocritical views. If they win on this 


that rare “commodity”. A chant of "We 
demand justice or well fake action” 
articulated the choice that the more 
militant of the demonstrators were 
giving to the police, their political 
masters, and by implication, to the 
wider white society. 

Different groups within the black . 
community have taken different 
approaches to this tragedy. A small 
faction, more attuned to their own 
careers and bank accounts, are 
willing to participate in the charade of 
official concern such as the task force 
on police and minority relations. The 
larges grouping, comprised of long 
time activists and friends and 
relatives of the family, is clear in its 
antagonism toward the police. They 
demand that a civilian review panel 
be set up to investigate the killing and 
that the two cops be charged with 
murder. They want nothing to do with 
the official task force. A third faction, 
much smaller and younger than this 
former grouping, is clearly impatient 


issue, who knows what they will attack 
next in defense of the traditional 
Christian family—gay rights, aids 
education, immigration?

with talk, whether it is from the police, 
the province, or their parents. They 
clearly no longer want to be on the 
receiving end of the abuse of an 
increasingly racist society. 

These differences came out 
during an incident in which a white man 
in a car, waiting at an intersection as 
the march went by, started to drive 
towards one of the Black marchers 
after some expressive sign language 
passed between the two. The car was 
quickly surrounded by angry 
protestors, the cops came in to protect 
the racist. Some of the march 
organizers tried to push back the 
militants who were busily trying to 
damage the vehicle as much as 
possible. The multi-sided scuffle 
ended without arrest or injury. 

The issues around this killing 
involve both racism and police power. 
In case after case this year: the killing 
of Lester Donaldson, the beating and 
subsequent death of Gardner Myers,

Pigs Provoke Outrage 








T he current issue of Survival 
International describes in some 
detail the atrocities being 
committed as a result of civil war in 
various parts of Africa, although it is 
strangely reticent about discussing the 
role of the superpowers in turning 
Africa into a vast slaughterhouse. The 
European colonial powers each 
grabbed as much of Africa as it could 
hold by force of arms and arbitrarily 
declared this land to be a country, with 
no regard for the effect this arbitrary 
creation of boundaries had on various 
tribes. When the world wars of this 
century made it impossible for the 
colonialists to continue ruling these 
so-called countries, the countries 
were declared independent and the 
various tribal and ethnic groups in 
each were left to fight it out amongst 
themselves as to which could rule the 
others. Often these battles still 
continue forty years later, with the 
present-day superpowers arming 
various factions in a bid for the

supremacy which is the basis of 
present-day neo-colonialism. (In case 
you’re wondering, what distinguishes 
neo-colonialism from colonialism is 
that underthe former each country has 
a token form of self-government, 
usually a military dictator armed and 
financed by the colonial power so that 
his regime may be imposed on the 
people. The colonial power continues 
to dictate the country’s policies 
through the dictator.) 

In Sudan, for instance, there has 
been war in the south since 1983 
between the Sudan People’s 
Liberation Army and the Khartoum 
government, which since its arrest of 
twelve thousand dissidents in 1980, 
has relied heavily on U.S. funding. 
The north is predominantly Muslim 
and Arabic, the south predominantly 


Christian or followers of indigenous 
religions. The war started when 
Khartoum tried to impose Islamic law 
nationwide. There have been 
atrocities on both sides, the majority 
being committed by tribal militias 
armed by the government to suppress 
tribes loyal to the rebels. Tribes in the 
south, particularly the Dinkas but also 
the Shilluk, Nuer, Mandari and so forth 
, have been systematically starved 
and massacred. An estimated three 
million people have been displaced, 
and the route to southern Ethiopia is 
littered with skeletons of people 
attempting to flee. 

Ethiopia was ruled until 1974 by 
Haile Selassie, who used vast 
j amounts of U.S. aid to buy modern 
! weapons with which to crush Eritrean 
i separation in the north and Somalian 


expansionism in the south. After 
100,000 Ethiopians died during a 1974 
drought because tenant farmers were 
forced to pay 3/4 of their crops as rent, 
Marxists overthrew Selassie and 
established a government heavily 
financed by the USSR. Incidentally the 
drought was probably caused by the 
logging of Brazilian Rain Forests. The 
present government is forcing farmers 
to leave their land and live in “strategic 
villages”, the current euphemism for 
concentration camps, with the result 
that they spend hours walking to their 
fields and production suffers. Since 
1985 a rebellion by the Oromo people 
has been put down with the utmost 
ruthlessness, mass executions being 
common. As well the war in the 
Northern Ethiopian/Eritrean area 
continues unabated. 
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For a time Somalia provided a 
haven fro many of the refugees from 
Ethiopia, but now Somalia is fighting 
its’ own civil war against an Isaaq 
independence movement in the north 
and international aid to the Ethiopian 
refugees has been cut off. Since May, 
repression of the Isaaq by the heavily- 
U.S.-financed Somali government 
has reached genocidal proportions, 
with estimates of between 10,000 and 
20,000 dead. The surviving villagers 
are being rounded up and imprisoned, 
and by the end of August at least 
250,000 had fled to Ethiopia. 

In Nigeria a "lost tribe” of Koma 


people was found and immediately 
ordered re-settled from the mountains 
to the plain. 

This litany of massacre could con¬ 
tinue on a country by country basis. In 
Mozambique, half a million civilians 
have been killed by rightwing guerillas 
financed by South Africa and the USA. 
In Botswana and Namibia, expansion 
of land holdings by ranchers and 
trophy hunters are threatening the 
Bushmen with extinction. On June 3, 
1988 the US Congress instructed 
USAID to prepare a report on tribal 
peoples in the developing world, which 
is rather like instructing the cat to 


prepare a report on the mice. 

As Survival International points 
out, the elites of modern Africa have 
found the old colonial doctrine of prog¬ 
ress by stages very convenient for pro¬ 
moting their own timber and ranching 
interests at the expense of nomadic 
herders, hunters and gatherers whose 
lives are being increasingly hemmed 
in by drought on the one hand and bur¬ 
eaucracy on the other. African states, 
with their arbitrary colonial boundar¬ 
ies, are practically forced to deny the 
identities of their component peoples, 
and yet burdened with built-in ethnic 
conflicts.

Sabotaging Apartheid 


T he liberal response to apartheid 
is to go for mass demonstrations 
or day-in, day-out pickets, or to 
campaign for consumer boycotts. In 
Holland a different strategy was cho¬ 
sen by activists: namely, direct action. 
The campaign escalated and recently 
one activist was given five years; the 
actions continue. The authorities now 
reportedly fear a greater backlash, 
and not just in Holland. 

In 1984, a group raided the offices 
of the Dutch/South African Society in 
Amsterdam and threw half of its library 
into the canals. 1985 saw actions 
including torching the house of John 
Deuss, a big-time oil trader who 
helped South Africa to dodge the 
boycott, the disruption of a South 
African tourism promotion, and 
attacks on companies with links to 
South Africa. Activists also dressed up 
as fraud squad officers, with a false 
warrant, and raided a South African 
wine trader; they left with half the 
paperwork without raising suspicion. 


These actions, with the pressure of 
"official” anti-apartheid organizations, 
forced small companies to withdraw. 
Bigger companies didn’t. 

Then, as a result of a firebomb 
attack claimed by Revolutionary Anti- 
Racist Action, a department store of 
the wholesale dealer MAKRO was 
completely burned down. In May 
1986, 14 Shell filling stations across 



the country were sabotaged in one 
night, one being burnt down. A month 
later 5 more stations were attacked. At 
the end of 1986 the RARA group hit 
again: a second MAKRO store was 
burnt. Four weeks later, a third one 
was hit. The total damage came to 
20,000. The owner of MAKRO, the 
Dutch multinational SHV, finally 
decided to withdraw from South Africa. 

After this victory RARA decided to 
concentrate on Shell Oil. The next 
wave of Shell actions were smaller in 
number and carried out by a co¬ 
ordinated group of activists—this was 
mainly because of increased police 
intelligence (if that’s possible). The 
tendency to leave it all to just a few 
people was not a good one, not least 
because the effect on Shell would be 
minimized. However the RARA 
actions did act as an inspiration to 
others and eventually out of this 
emerged a national anti-Shell 
campaign, (source: Black Flag)

Sabotaging Apartheid (Part 2 of 3) 

How the Saboteurs Work 


F or some years Shell has been the 
object of a boycott campaign by 
liberals and anti-apartheid 
campaigners in different countries. 
The violent actions against Shell in 
Holland (see last issue) were always 
condemned by these people, despite 
the previous success in forcing other 
companies to withdraw. 

The latest wave took off in March 
1988. 36 Shell stations were attacked 
in one night alone. Petrol tubes were 
cut through, underground tanks were 
polluted with sugar, paint, etc. More 
attacks followed and over the last 6 
months over 100 attacks have been 
recorded, as well as pickets, blockades 
and mass leaf letting of Shell stations. A 
group called Smash Apartheid broke 
into a shipping agency and stole their 
paperwork, finding that South African 
coal was being reexported under false 
labels to English ports. 

Needless to say, organization 
behind illegal actions is very secret, 


although it tends to be coordinated. 
It’s carried out by small independent 
cells around the country. There have 
been instances of all groups acting 
concertedly on the same day. The 
independent structure has managed 
to keep arrests at a minimum. 

In April ’88 police raided 8 squats 
in Amsterdam and arrested 8 people, 
supposedly RARA (Revolutionary 
Anti-Racist Action) members, how¬ 
ever 7 of them were later released. 
The only one not released was con¬ 
victed to 5 years, although he never 
admitted to anything except his 
support for RARA. 

The following is taken from a 
handbook in Holland that describes 
the methods used by the anti-Shell 
activists. 

1. The hoses: Use a hack saw. 
Watch out for gas spray. The gas 
nozzles can be taken away. Don’t 
touch the LPG hoses as the escaping 
gas is highly inflammable. Obviously 


Anarchy on Trial 


Political Witch-Hunt in Belgium 


Chantal Paternostre, a Belgian 
anarchist, has been sentenced to five 
years in prison for allegedly aiding in a 
bombing carried out by the Proletarian 
Action Revolutionary Front. Chantal, 
who does an anarchist radio show, 
denies involvment in the group due to 
their statist nature. 

Chantal was arrested on August 
15 1985. When the evidence against 
her was insufficient they added the all- 
encompassing charge of “associating 
with trouble-makers” (!). The 
prosecution was based on two 


locations to which they tried to 
connect her: the first, which she 
admits to having frequented in 
preparation for a radio show, in which 
was found a detonating cap; and the 
second was a house where 
internationally wanted people 
allegedly lived, in which police 
allegedly found a piece of a 
fingerprint which might belong to 
Chantal. However, in September 
1986 she was released due to this 
lack of a concrete case. She was re¬ 
arrested this year when a handwriting 



do not have any naked flames. 

2. Payment Screens: these can be 
painted over or broken. 

3. Gas Tanks: If you can open the 
entrances to the outlets the sugar, 
paint or other materials can be tipped 
in. Padlocks over the outlets can be 
broken with bolt cutters. 

4. The Shop: Usual stuff: paint jobs, 
glueing locks, graffiti. 

5. Fire: Think alot about this. Very 
dangerous plus others. Not recom¬ 
mended unless well planned and when 
there is a guarantee of no injury to 
anyone. Best to start with the shop. 
Never go for the gas pumps or LPG 
themselves. Avoid gas stations in ur¬ 
ban areas or near houses at all costs. 
If in doubt don’t even consider it.

the hearing into the police car rape, 
and many other incidents right across 
the country, official investigations 
have justified the actions of the police 
with at best some mild tut-tutting at 
those who are guilty. This obscures 
the real scandal, that we have a para¬ 
military force that operates with little if 
any control. The daily litany of 
beatings, frameups and harassment 
that goes on against youth of all 
colours, racial minorities, the gay 
community, wimmin, union people on 
the picket line, the poor and homeless, 
will not be prevented by a civilian 


review commission. As long as pow¬ 
er, weapons and a fat paycheck are 
handed out to people conditioned by 
a racist, sexist, ageist and homopho¬ 
bic society, we’ll have cops who ab¬ 
use that power. The problem lies not 
with the person, but with the power. 

For those of us who are of Euro¬ 
pean descent, the struggle against 
racism has to begin in our own lives, 
by challenging assumptions and 
attitudes on the job, with our friends 
and family and within our own head. 
Racism (and sexism) succeeds when 
the white male worker identifies more 
with white males in power than with 
the black worker. Racism works 


when white groups, workers identify 
their interests as being at risk when 
less powerful both here and in the third 
world, struggle for equality. Histor¬ 
ically minority people have only 
gained respect and power by fighting 
for it. We can either be with them or 
against them in this process. (Prison

general deterrence have been served 
in this situation,”adding that “Since the 
arrests the incidence of destruction at 
least in respect to this particular 
organization have stopped.” 

In England that same week, 6 
major department stores were burnt 
down, including Selfridges and 
Harrods, causing millions of pounds 
worth of damage. Although no one has 
yet claimed responsibility, animal 
liberationists are suspected. There 
were no injuries.

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WORLD WAR 3 CONTINUES: The current Utne Reader (#30) reprints an 
article from Cultural Survival Quarterly which states that World War Three 
began in the hills north of India and Burma in 1948, and is now being fought on 
every continent except Antarctica between nations which want to be 
independent and states that wish to control them. Today there are between 
3,000 and 5,000 nations in the world — nobodys done an exact count — and 
168 states which assert sovereignty over them. Nations are geographically 
bounded territories of a common people who distinguish themselves from their 
neighbours. Of the approximately 120 ongoing wars since 1945,118 are in the 
Third World and 90 are between Third World states and Fourth World nations. 

This thesis about an ongoing World War Three is similar in many ways to 
one we put forward several issues back [Issue 21] (We dated itfrom the Truman 
Doctrine of March 12, 1947.) The main difference is that we place a greater 
emphasis on the role of the superpowers, particularly the USA, in fomenting 
these wars and assisting the state to suppress the nations within its boundaries. 
This suppression at the local level makes it easier for the corporations to exploit 
the human and natural resources in each area. The world is turned into a supply 
bin for the multinationals. 

Not only have the neo-colonial powers caused five million deaths in these 
wars of liberation by arming central governments to crush rebellions; they also 
cause the deaths of 40,000 children each day from hunger and disease by 
demanding at least $20 billion a year from the Third World to service debts. 
Much of the debt is for military hardware to crush the rebellions, or to finance 
development schemes which benefit the upper classes at the expense of the 
poor. In the 37 poorest nations, health spending has decreased 50% in the past 
few years. (Toronto Star 20-12-88 pA18.) This is the international system 
Canada embraces by signing the “free trade” pact.
